in secondary school enrollments, 
we still may expect a continued ad- 
vance in college enrollments dur- 
ing the coming decade. 

“A steadily increasing proportion 
of youth of school age has been 
enrolling in college, and there is 
no endication that the trend has 
slowed down,’ Dr. Woodward 
states. 

“Whereas in 1930-31 one young 
person out of 123 residents of the 
United States attended college, in 
1938-39 one out of every 108 was 
enrolled in college. In the State 
of Rhode Island, however, in 1938- 
39 the proportion was only one 
out of 146, indicating that, if our 
state is to approach the average of 
the nation, it has much farther to 
go before reaching a stable point.” 

The experience of the other New 
England land-grant college “also 
points to further growth at this col- 
lege,” he points out. 

“Rhode Island has a larger pop- 
ulation than either New Hampshire 
or Vermont, and is almost equal in 
population to the State of Maine. 
Yet the pre-Pearl Harbor enroll- 
ment of undergraduates at the Uni- 
versity of Vermont was approxi- 
mately 1300, at the University of
